CALADIUM CULTURE 


The Fancy-Leayed Caladium is a tuberous-rooted herb, at home in tropical 
forests as found in South America. It naturally grows best in warm tempera- 
tures and will not perform satisfactorily below 70 degrees. For outdoor 
planting, the dormant tubers should be set out when frost danger is past. 
Set them about 2 inches deep and about 10 inches apart, in a semi-shaded 
location. The soil should be rich, light and well drained. Ideal would be a 
mixture of 25% old rotted cow manure, 20% peat moss, 20% sand and 
35% good loam. Water sparingly at first to prevent rotting, then water 
freely when leaves appear but never let the soil become soggy. Caladiums 
can be started early indoors in flats or pots. When 3 or 4 leaves have devel- 
oped, transplant outdoors or repot adding heavier soil.
